FITZSIMMONS KNOCKS HIM OUT IN 
THE KTH ROUND. 



Ill* Surprise to th* Sport.. 

Carson City, March 17,— Fitzsim 

aus is the champion of the world. 

He won this title this afternoon, af 
ter one of the hardest fought, blood 
bat and cleverr st fights ever seen on 
either continent, putting Corbett out 
after one miuute and forty-five sec- 
onds and hard fightiug iu the four 
teenth round. 

At one time it looked as if iCorbett 
would win, hands down, but Fitz 
made one of his wonderful rallies and 
™me a* thP champion with all the 
reuom of a snake aud all the courage 
A a lion. He fought with energy 
roru of despair, and with blood issu- 
ng from his mouth, his nose and 
*yes, he fought the champion to his 
corner, pounded him right and left, 
ud then put him out with a terffic 
jab over the heart. 

Corbett was knocked straight out 
i the floor, though not insensible. 
Just as referee Siler counted the fatal 
tenth second he rose to his feet and 
made a desperate effort to reach his 
blood-covered and trembling antago- 
nist, but it was too late. Nature 
Id do no more, and the mighty 
Sullivan's conqueror sank back sense- 
less on the hard pine floor. 

This is the story in brief, but the 
battle will always be remembered as 
the bloodiest, gamest and cleverest 
every known iu the history of the 
prize ring. 

Jim Corbett has been champion of 
the world since Sept. 7, 1892, when 
he won from Sullivan in 21 rounds. 
This is his second defeat in 29 con- 
tests in which he has engaged, the 
other defeat being by Billy W T elch in 
1886, but he subsequently conquered 
the same man. He is 31 years old 
*m\ fights at 180 pounds. 

Bob Fitzsimmous was b^rn in En 
?laud years ago and went to New Zea 
land and learned thetradeof a black 
uHh No complete record of his fights 
ha9 been kept. He became a profession' 
el in 1889, since which time he has 
fought 26 battlea and lost only two 
aud one of them on pints. He killed 
Con Riordau in I boxing patch in 
1894. His weight is 176 pofeadl aud 
his height is ..bout me inch less than 
Corbett's.

One Nlada for Each Monarch- Design 
of Queen Victoria's. 

Many people doubtless know that 
upon the accession of a new monarch 
to the throne of England a uew seal 
is struck, and the old one is cut into 
four pieces and deposited in the Tower 
of London. In former times the frag- 
ments of these great seals were dis- 
tributed among certain poor people 
of religions houses. When her maj- 
esty Queen Victoria ascended the 
throne of England the late Benjamin 
Wyon. A. A.,thech ' 
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and a collar of 
the Order of the darter. In her right 
hand she bears the sceptre, and in her 
head is placed a ro<ral tiara. The at- 
tendant page, with his bonnet in his 
hand, looks up to the queen, who is 
gracefully restraining the inipat iem 
charger, which is richly decorated 
with plumes and trappings. The le- 
gend "Victoria Die (Iratia Britain- 
niarum I»egina, l'idei Defensor " is 
engraved in Gothic letters, the spaces 
between the words being filled with 
heraldic roses. The reverse side of 
the seal shows the queen royally

When an impression is to be 
taken or cast, the parts are closed to 
receive the melted wax, which is 
poured through an opening at the lop 
of the seal. As each impression is 

ttached to a document by a ribbon 
or slip of parchment, its ends are put 
into the seal before the wax is poured 
in, so that when the hard impression 
is taken from the dies the ribbon or 
parchment is neatly affixed to it. The 
Impression of the seal is six inches in 
diameter and threo-fourtha of an inch 
in thickne ss.— Harper's Rou nd Table.

Nehemiah, in tlostfribing 
the rebuilding of the wills oi Jen 
lorn, stye: "Unt the gate of the foun- 
tain repaired Slnillun, the* n I fCol 
hozen, the ruler of pttrt. of Mizaph; 
he built it, and covered il. and .sol up 
the doors thereof, the locks thereof, 
and the bars thereof, and the Wall of 
■the pool of Biloem by the kingfi 
garden, and unto the stairs thai n» 
down from the city of Duvid." Dr. 
Bliss, who iscarryiiigcn the explora- 
tions, in a report lately received, nn- 
nounces a discovery which scarcely 
leaves a doubt but he has found the 
old stairs mentioned by the Prophet 
Nehemiah. 

In a former report Dr. Bliss de- 
scribed an ancient ;,ate he iiad come 
upon near the pool of Siloum, ond 
which mi supposed to date from The 
time of Empress Eudoeia, but it, no 
doubt, was a later construction nt or 
near to, the same gate which has been 
repaired by Shallnn.

has been come upon consists of n 
than 34 large, broad steps, and they 
descend down exactly to the pool; 
thev indicate a line of communication 
with the Opbel ridge, which is a con- 
tinuation of the Temple Hill, and is 
accepted by most authorities as the 
site on which the royal palace of the 
kings stood, and, of course, the 
"king's garden'' would be on the same 
rid#>. There may be more steps still 
to find, as the explorations go on. As 
these steps also lead up t o the temple, 
they may have formed the "ascent" 
(I Kings, x, f>) that so astonished the 
nuecn of Sheba when she came to see 
Salomon. It is certainly a very strik- 
ing thing to find that this great stair 
should have been so long hidden 
under ground, nnd we have no notice 
of it from the time of Nehemiah till 
the pick and shovel of the modern ar- 
chaeologist have laid it bare. 

But this is not all. In the account 
of the pilgrimage of Antoninus 
Martyr, which dates from the sixth 
century, this author describes the 
descent by "many steps" to the foun- 
tain of Siloam, and adds that there 
was a church there. This church has 
also been found, along with the stair. 
The steps came down at the west etui 
of the church, and they seem from 
their height above the level of the 
church floor to have made it difficult 
to have a door in that direction. So 
there are stairs on the north lcafling 
down, where there were arches by 
which the church was entered, and 
it is also supposed that there were 
arches on the south side, leading out 
to the pool. This church, according 
to the report, possesses what is al- 
most, if not wholly, a unique feature. 
That is that the water coming 
through the rock-cut conduit to the 
poo! passes under the altar. This, 
it may be assumed, was done to carry 
out the idea of "a pure river of water 
of life, rlenraserystnl,procoedingout 
of the throne" (Revelation, xxii, 1). — 
London D aily News. 

T3ADE IK CRUDE BU33EB. 

Has Bsen the Means of Opening Up 
Much of Brazil. 
This remarkable substance is ob- 
tained from the milky juice of certain 
trees and different varieties of climb- 
ers. South America is the principal 
source of supply — Brazil, of the many 
states producing it, leading in quanti- 
ty and quality, and having in its great 
forests sufficient to meet twice the 
wants of the world.

Diving Bell Weighing Ten Tons 
Crushed at 200 Feet. 

urious object lesson of the 
enorfnous pressure of water is fur- 
nished by what was once a diving-bell, 
designed to be used in Lake Michi- 
gan, but now a shapeless mass of 
netal. It was a hollow ctfbe of about 
a feet, constructed of plates of phos- 
phor-bronze five-eighths of an inch 
ck.

How a Texas Judge Disposed of a 
Shooting Case.

was employed as a rodman in the cn-

My first, w ork look nic to Langtry, on 
the bunks of the Rio Grande, I town 
that has been mado famous by Roy 
Bean, the county judge, and tiw Fit/- 
simmons-Mahor fight. The engineer 
in charge was running a water line 
from the station to the river, a mile 
distant. He wished to finish the sur- 
vey before sunset, and asked mo to 
hurry up with my work with all pos- 
sible speed. 

Two Chinamen were being used a* 
chainmen, having been taken from 
section work for the purpose. They 
were very slow, and finally I lost my 
temper, speaking harshly to one. Ho 
understood English fnirly well and 
sliowcd fight. He wasstnndingnhout' 
50 feet away when he threw a hatchet 
at me with all his strength. Having 
missed me, he picked up a steel rod, 
the ends of which were as sharp as a 
briar, and started toward me like a 
mad bull. I was unarmed, and saw 
no escape except by (light. Just as I 
had turned to run there was the re- 
port of a rifle, and, upon looking 
around, I saw the Chinaman on the 
ground and tho other one running 
with all speed. The depot agent, who 
had been out hunting, had arrived 
upon the scene just iu time to save 
my life. The Chinaninn was left 
lying on the ground, and \vc went to 
hunt up Judge Bean. Tho tragedy 
was explained, and we waited in 
breathless silence to hoar what lie had 
to say. The judge eyed each of us 
curiously for a moment.

BABY SAVED BY A POPPY.

Lest this praise should seem exagger- 
ated it may be well to glance at a few 
features of these colonies before de- 
ibing in detail some of the typical 
t lemon t s.

A triple row of mag- 
nolin, eucalyptus and fan palms ex- 
tends clear through the center of the 
drive. One drives for nine miles, pass- 
ing on cither side u continuous succes- 
sion of fin« residences, each with its 
ornamental garden and its superb 
orange grove stretching back over the 
level valley, with foliage as darkly 
green in January aa in .luly. Nothing 
can be more beautiful than these 
groves when the orange trees are pow- 
dered with snowy blossoms that freight 
the air with their rich perfume, or 
when the. golden fruit hangs thick in 
their bran, lies, giving them the ap-

trees. And those who derive large in- 
comes from these, beautiful orange 
groves have shown a civic pride thit

By 1886 it had 
40,000, and now it has 100,000 people, 
while in the colonies, which ure vir- 
tually suburbs, there are 200,000 more. 
Built on a score of hills, it. looks out 
nn a series of rid) valleys, dotted with 
colonies: to the west on clear days the 
Pacific ocean, only 20 miles away, gives 
back the sunshine like a great sheet of 
glass; to the east the eye may follow the 
rugged skyline of the Coa,s« range for 

tiful to please the eastern tourists who 
come out every winter by thousands to 
escape the ice nnd snow. It is perhaps 
the only large city in this country which 
can boast of open, water running in 
etonp dit,-hR K inside th- sidewalks. 

All about the country is like a gar 
den. The Han Gabriel valley for 15 
miles is a succession of colonies, l'as- 
adena, the Indian name for Crown of 
the Valley, deserves rts title, for it hns 
no equal in beauty in this valley and 
few rivals in the state.' It boa.sls some 
of the great show places, rose gardens 
with hundreds of vnrieties in bloom, 
und hedges of calln lilies that look at 
little distance like a great preen ocean 
breaker falling in foam. On Milli 



veloped Within ten years. Through all 
this garden land, redolent w ith the per- 
fume of magnolia and orange and jes 
sumine, the tourist may drive for 
hours, until the eye is sated with the 
beauty of green and gold. And every- 
where he will see evidences that wom- 
an has had an equal hand with man in 
the making of these homes. He 
see delicate-looking women pruning 
trees and vines and in the harvest sea- 
son the whole family gathering ornnges 
or picking grapes. It is this wholesome 
outdoor exercise, amid surrounding* 
which have nothing in them to coarsen 
the nature, that gives the superb phy- 
sique of southern California women 
And the children, bred in these colo- 
nies, are good to look upon— rosy 
cheeked, stalwart, supple and strong, 
tho girls as free from all ailments and 
as able to run or ride or climb a tree 
as the boys. 

It is to these colonies t hut California 
must look for the new generation that 
is to make her known in the world of 
literature, art and science, as she is 
known to-day for her material 
queats, her enormous nddition to 
world's wealth in gold, silver, wl 
fruit und wine. For in these colonies 
all the surroundings favor the perfect 
development of the physical man nnd 
woman, und t)ie study of beauty, the 
environment of culture which has no 
taint of degeneracy, cannot fail to 
stimulate the creative imagination. So 
the next century may owe some of its 
best art work to the influence gf Cali- 
fornia colony life. f*\ .

Then these evidences of good fortune 
were discussed after prayer meeting 
time, and it was suggested, t lint col- 
ored people do business for (hem- 
selves, and thereby make it possible 
1'or some of their number lo acquire 
fortunes and build rows of houses. 

The beginning was modest enough; 
an occasional small restaurant or no- 
tion store standing as the mark of 
he new determination among tho 
people. Few of the ventures were 
brilliant successes. Business train- 
ing was not known to the majority 
of those who thought to win success 
and fortune in business life, and as a 
consequence the failures were many 
and somewhat discouraging. But 
in course of time failures became 
rare and are now the exception among 
colored business men. 

An interesting fact in connection 
with their business ventures is the 
variety of occupations. The latest to 
be added to the list is a well-equipped 
drug store, owned and maintained by- 
one of their number. A real estate 
and renting agency is another depart- 
ure meeting with success. Indeed 
its success has been so great that white 
agents have had a hard time renting 
houses to colored people, because 
they prefer to deal with one of their 
own race. 

Even the barber-shops have caught 
the spirit of tho new order of things, 
and now a colored man can enjoy the 
luxury of a Turkish or Russian bath 
with the same comfort if not the ele- 
gance of apartment afforded by the 
down-town establishments. There 
are three blacksmithing establish- 
ments on the South side, while of 
grocery stores there are at least 18 
20 doing a steady and paying busi- 
ss. Some of these are pretentious 
concerns and do a thriving trade 
among the white people who live in 
their neighborhoods. 

Two first-class bakeries must be 
counted in. There are also ten 
twelve butcher-shops that are doing 
a paying business, besides dealers i 
coal and wood. Two first-class hail 

•essing establishments are kept for 
the use of the colored society belle 
on the South side. 

Nowadays the colored folk ever 
bury their own dead, one of the un 
dertaking places having a morgue 
and all the modern appliances of the 
business. And there are notion and 
cancy stores, confectioneries, news 
stands and various small business 
places of almost every kind. — Chi- 
cago Tribune.

There is every testimony to 
this. Strip life of its fearful fore- 
cast, its gloomy forebodings, it£ 
agonies of fancied peril or grief, and 
if not a garden of Eden exactly, it 
would nevertheless be an almost in- 
conceivably brighter place and lot 
than it now is. When all the ex- 
perience of grownup folks leads them 
to this knowledge about themselves,
